step in the maintenance of an 

reen hedge, says John 
Walker of the Dominion Forestry 
Station at Indian Head. 

Pruning is seldom required 
more than once a year and only 
ght pruning rather than shear- 
ed to keep the hedge 
pact. This will encourage 
mew growth from lateral buds. 

Evergreen hedges are best 
pruned in late July or early An- 

If pruning is carried out 
there is still time for fresh 
to mature and be condi- 
tioned for the production of new 
shoots the following spring. 

In pruning, the hedge should 
be kept narrow at the top so 
that sunlight May reach needles 
at the bottom and keep them 
green and healthy.. By careful 
and timely pruning as described, 
@ very compact and attractive 
evergreen hedge can be devel- 
e@ped and maintained at low cost.

As a youngster Harry Johns- 
ton had none of the usual school- 
boy ambitions. His friends had 
set their minds on becoming en- 
gine drivers, Test cricketers, 
generals, firemen and explorers. 
But Harry’s aim in life was 
unique: he was determined to 
seck and find a unicorn! 

A few years later Philip Henry 
Gosse, a leading British natural- 
ist, published his book, “The Ro- 
mance of Natural History”, in 
1860, Harry Johnston came across 
it. He read it avidly. In one of 
the chapters Gosse discussed the 
possibility of discovering strange

new animals in the unexplored . 


forests of Central Africa. He sug- 
gested that the mysterious uni- 
corn might be found there. 

This fired young Harry's ima- 
gination and he resolved to ex- 
plore this unkonwn part of 
Africa w he grew up and try 
to find the unicorn. 


Schoolboy ambitions are often 
forgotten, but Johnston stuck to 
his and in due eourse became a 
distinguished explorer and ad- 
ministrator in Africa. After 
twenty years of serving in vari- 
ous colonies, Harry Johnston was 
knighted and, in 1899, appointed 
Consul General for the Uganda 
Protectorate. 

Up to that time his explora- 
tions had been confined mainly 
te coastal regions, but this ap- 
pointment would take him right 
into the little-known heart of 
the continent. Before setting out 
he made a point of calling on 
the great explorer Stanley, who 
advised him to make a trip to 
the Ituri Forest in the neigh- 
bouring Belgian Congo. Stanley 
Was sure that in this vast forest 
were to be found animals as yet 
unknown to science. He menticn- 
ed specifically a kind of donkey 
which the Iturl pygmies trapped 
in pits. It was said to look like 
a cross between a zebra and a 
mule. 


Could this, Johnston wonder- 
ed, be the unicorn that had occu~ 
pied his imagination for so many 
years? 

For some time his official 
duties prevented him from mak- 
ing an expedition to the Congo, 
but early in 1900 an opportunity 
presented itself. His troops res- 
cued a band of Congo pygmies 
who had been captured to be 
put on show at the forthcoming 
Paris Exhibition. They remained 
as Sir Harry's guests until he 
could complete the necessary ar- 
rangements for their journey 
back to the Ituri Forest. He plan- 
red to accompany them on their 
return, 

Here was an excellent oppor- 
tunity to find out something of 


the animal] life there, and, des- - 


pite language difficulties, he was 
able to get confirmation of the 
existence of Stanley's “donkey.” 
Yes, they did catch it in pits. It 
was part striped, and had big 
ears like a mule. Their name 
for it sounded like “o‘api”. 

It was an exciting moment for 


. Sir Harry when he set off on 


the first stage of the journey 
which he hoped would lead to 
the discovery of the unicorn, 
Having handed over the pygmies, 
he found the Belgian officials 
very ready to help by providing 
him with guides for his journey 
into the forest. 

They confirmed the existence 
there of a strange animal,. They 
had even eaten of its flesh, but 
none of them had ever seen it. 

om what the pygmies had told 

m, they imagined’ it to be 
more like an antelope than a 
horse. 

Sir Harry, however, was con- 
vinced that the animal he was 
looking for had uncloven hoofs 
like a horse. This conviction 
prohably cost him a chance of 
seeing a specimen in the forest,

because on the second day out 
his guides pointed excitedly to 
a series of very fresh footprints 
in some loose sand, They were 
the prints of a cloven-hoofed 
animal, and in spite of the na- 
tives’ repeated assurances that 
they had been made by an o’api, 
Johnston ignored them and push- 
ed on. 


A day or two later the party 
halted to rest in a forest village, 
and it was there that Johnston 
held in his hands the first tan- 
gible evidence of his elusive 
quarry’s existence. Many of the 
men were using pieces of a very 
unusual type of hide as bando- 
liers for their shotguns. It was 
striped black, orange and white. 
Johnston's immediate reaction 
was that this was the hide of 
a hitherto unknown kind of 
sebra, but the natives told him 
that it eame from the o’api, the 
animal they trapped in pits. 

On the return journey no fur- 

signs WéTe encountered, so 
ohnston arrived back at the 


Belgian headquarters still mys- ~~ 


tifled. He did, at least, have a 
eouple of pieces of skin and the 
Belgians promised to send him 
a complete skin and skull as 
soon as they could be obtained 
from the natives. 

Sir Henzy returned. to Ugan- 
da, a little disappointed that the 
“unicorn” he had dreamed of 
finding since his schooldays 
should have proved nothing more 
exciting than a new kind of 
zebra. 

His disappointment did not 
last long, for soon after his re- 
turn he had the thrill of mak- 
ing a most astonishing discov- 
ery. The Belgians kept their 
promise and sent him a com- 
plete skin and skull. The first 
glance was sufficient for him to 
realize that this was no ordin- 
ary animal. On its head was a 
pair of short horns, quite unlike 
those of any other creature ex- 
cept the giaraffe. Further ex- 
amination confirmed that the 
new animal was indeed related 
to the giraffe, though lacking 
its long neck, ; 

Up to this time it had been 
thought that the giraffe was 
the sole survivor of its tribe, and 
that all its relatives and fore- 
runners had become extinct 
some millions of years: before. 
Now the okapi, as it was to be 
called, had been discovered. 

The news created a great sen- 
sation: throughout the world. 
What seemed so incredible was 
that an animal the size of a 
mule should have remained un- 
known to all except the Ituri 
Forest pygmies until the begin- 
ning of the twentieth century. 

But the okapi is a very rare 
creature and a timid one, 80 
much so that, to this day, not 
more than a handful of Euro- 
peans Have ever caught a glimpse 
of one in its native forests. 

Soon after Johnston's discov- 
ery, the Belgian Government de- 
cided that the okapi must. be 
protected, otherwise it would 
probably share the fate of many 
other rare and interesting ani- 
male which have become extinct 
as the result of indiscriminate 
hunting. Accordingly, very few 
okapis are ever caught, and the 
few that are taken alive are dis- 
tributed in rotation to the major 
roos of the world. 

In this way as many people 
as possible are able to see the 
animal which remained un- 
known for so long, and whose 
eventual discovery finally des- 
troyed belief in the possible ex- 
istence of the unicorn.

One of the biggest war-time 
Gecisions a man can be called 
upon to make is that of the cap- 
tain whose ship is hopelessly 
outgunned. Should he try to run 
for it? Cut his losses by sur- 
rendering?) Or do the glorious 
thing and go down fighting to 
the death? 

That was the decision that 
saced Lieut-Commander G. S. 
Grenfell, skipper of H. M. Traw- 
ler Juniper, of 600 tons displace- 
ment, with a speed of twelve 
knots and armed with one four- 
inch gun and a number of 
smaller weapons. 

\, Juniper was serving with the 

oyal Naval Patrol Service, the 
small farce, some few hundred 
strong, of trawlers and drifters 
which were our fishing fleet in 
1939 and hastily converted into 
warships to defend our harbours 
and coastal convoys against the 


" Luftwaffe, E-boats and mines. 


It is of their daring exploits 
in the darkest days of war, not 
only in defence but participating 
in the forefront of every land- 
ing, from Madagascar to Nor- 
mandy, that A. Cecil Hampshire 
—who as a Naval officer was 


closely ‘concerned with their - 


formation as a fighting unit -- 
writes so vividly in “hilliput 
Fleet.” ; 

On June 7th, 1940, Juniper 
escorted the 5,660-ton tanker Oil 
Pioneer from Tromso as part of 
the withdrawal of our ill-fated 
Expeditionary Force from Nor- 
way. Her captain did not know 
it, but German surface forces 
were out in formidable strength. 

Three days previously the 
battleships Sch’arnhorst and 
Gneisenau, accompanied by the 
heavy cruiser Admiral- Hipper 
and four destroyers, had left Keil 
with orders to attack British 
and Allied shipping -and shore 
installations in the Narvik area. 

At half-past five on June 8th, 
Lieut-Comdr. Grenfell sighted 
the great grey shapes. of the 
warships looming out of the mist. 

What could he do with one 
four-inch gun against the mas- 
sive armament of the enemy? 

No doubt he remembered the 
fate, a few weeks earlier, of the 

allant armed merchant cruiser 

walpindi. With blazing 
defiantly, she had n sent to 
the bottom by the same German 
ships in less than fifteen min- 
utes. 

More recently still, only a few 
days before, they had sunk the 
aircraft carrier Glorious and her 
destroyer escort while on their 
way home to England — a tra- 
£ even more tragic by 
the fact thaiferty-one gallant 
pilots had died after daringly 
flying their fighters on to the 
heaving deck of Glorious rather 
than leave them behind in Nor- 
way, though none of them had 
ever landed a ‘plane on a carrier 
before. 

Grenfell knew, of course, that 
neither he nor the ponderous 


tanker had a hope of making a_ 


run for it. But could he delay 
the inevitable long enough te 
enable worthier opposition to 
meet up with the Germans be- 
fore they could get back to 
harbour? 


He wirelessed an “enemy 
sighted” report, ordered the 
tanker to act independently, 


hoisted his battle flags and sail- 
ed defiantly into action. 

“Just ninety minutes later the 
gallant little trawler and her 
consort slid beneath the waves, 


battered to wreckage by a couple ~ 


of contemptuous salvoes from the 
Hipper,” writes the author. 
“Twenty-five survivors of the 
tanker and four only from her 
tiny escort were fished out of 
the sea by the enemy, to spend 
the rest of the war behind barb- 
ed wire.” 

His book, fully fllustrated, 
makes exciting reading and pays 
a well-deserving tribute, to 
what he calls, most. appropri- 
ately, the “Lilliput Fleet.”

First he retrieved a cotton- 
wool pad smelling of chloroform, 
next a navy-blue raincoat belt, 
then a man’s glove, and finally 
—the most vital clue of all—an 
envelope bearing a man’s name 
and address. 


C.LD. officers went to the ad- 
dress and found. that the man 
was already under arrest. It ap- 
peared that he had at once 
cycled to another part of South 
London, committed a similar of- 
fence, and been quickly appre- 
hended.

Most of us are inclined to 


plant seeds too close together 


and sometimes with very fine 
seed sometimes it can’t be help- 
ed, But the more tightly crowd- 
ed the plants the less vigor any 
one of them can maintain. 
shortly after the seedlings have 
shown their first. set of true 
leaves and before crowding be- 
comes critical take out the ex- 
cess plants in both the flower 
and vegetable garden. If you 
have need for them elsewhere 
in the garden these thinnings 
can be transplanted reddily at 
this stage. 


For flowers that grow to a 


relatively low height like Alys- 
sum, Dwarf Marigold, African 
Daisy,- Wallflowers or Lobelia, 
you should leave ony a few 
inches space between plants in 
te row. With larger flowers like 
Zinnias, Asters, tall Marigold, 
Petunias, Dahlias, Cosmos or 
Snapdragons there should be a 
minimum of a foot between 
the row. With larger flowers lkie 
Sunflowers and Tithonia should 
have at least two feet space 
between. Carrots and beets 
should have an inch or so be- 
‘tween them. Remove half of the 
plants later on for the first. 
meals. 


WATCH FOR BUGS 

With so many easily applied 
chemical mixtures onthe mar- 
ket, there is little if any excuse 
for having our flowers and 
vegetables damaged by insects 
or disease. It is no longer nec- 
essary to prepare various con- 
coctions. All that one has to do 
is to go to the nearest seed 
store, tell them our troubles 
and get some handy preparation 
which is simply dusted or spray- 
ed on. For every bug or disease 
there is a specific cure or con- 
trol. The main thing is to start 
eontrol measures just as soon as 


ment is not expensive. 


Ber. away clean and vigor- 
ously ADB garden is the 
best insurancé® against injury. 
Well spaced, well cultivated 
plants are far less susceptible 
to trouble than neglected plots 
overrun with weeds. Prompt 
clean-up measures, after™ har- 
vest or bloébming, and in the 
blooming, and in the spring and 
fall will also help greatly. Many 
bugs and diseases live over in 
the ground, or in weeds along 
the edge of the garden. Clean- 
ing these up regularly will help 
‘substantially in keeping a gar- 
den healthy. 


NO HURRY 


Do not fret if the spring is 
late in your part of Canada this 
year. In the first place fretting 
will not help bring the warm 
days any faster and secondly 
there is still plenty of time any- 
where in Canada to have a fine 
garden, even if we can’t get a 
spade in the ground until late 
May. Indeed there are several 
quick growing things which will 
make abundant bloom or fine 
meals for the table even if 
planted in June. The experts, 
incidentally, always warn the 
beginner to take it easy, to pre- 
pare the soil well, and wait un- 
til the spring weather has real- 
ly arrived. Of course, one 
should get nursery stock and 
some of the hardier sorts of 
flowers and vegetables planted 
as soon as possible, but the main 
sowings are best postponed un- 
til around this time or even 
later.

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Will Willie Mays Beat Babe’s Record? 


Year after year the fans and 
fhe experts pick a ball player - 
and predict that he will beat 
Babe Ruth’s home run record — 
bat this season if could really 
happen. 

Willie Mays, the jet action 
e@utfielder of the San Francisco 
Giants, could top the most fa- 
bulous record in the baseball! 
history books — on a fluke! 

Because they moved from New 
York to San Francisco, the 
Giants will play this season in 
a minor league park where 
eloser fences figure to be a home 


* gun heaven for the mighty Mays. 


To increase his chances, he wiil 
play eleven rgames in Los An- 
geles against the Dodgers, in a 
Coliseum batting range where 
a pop fly to left field will be 
a home run. 

So Willie — the only active 
player to hit more than 50 home 
runs in a season — could wipe 
eut the immortal Babe Ruth’s 
1927 record of 60 homers in one 
season, a magic mark which has 
withstood the assault of the 
game's greatest sluggers for 31 
years. 

If so, it will be the saddest 
accident that ever happened to 
major league baseball. Willie, it 
- 9d without saying, is a magni- 

nt ball player. But for him 
to surpass the Babe’s mark in 
such circumstances will make 
a mockery of the garie’s stan- 
dards. 

It well could happen, though. ° 

The reason is that Mays hits 
to left center field. At the aban- 
doned Polo Grounds in New 
York, formerly the home field 
ef the Giants, Willie’s homers 
had to be hit a country mile 
because left centre there is a 
blast of anywhere from 450 to 
470 feet to reach the stands, 

In Seals Stadium, a minor 
Yeague park which) the Giants 
will use in San Francisco while 
their new stadium is being erect- 
ed, the distance is only 412 feet

He well can smile. In those 11

All of the “50 hitters” — and 
there were only six counting 
Ruth, himself, before Mays club- 
bed 51 in 1955 — felt that same 
pressure. Hack Wilson got to 
56 in 1930 before the roof fell 
in and. Ralph Kiner had 54 in 
1949 as well as tying Johnny 
Mize with 51 in 1947. 


“Home run hitters ride . in 
Cadillacs,” Kiner explained. 
“Singles hitters ride in. Fords. 
So it was only natural to be 
swinging for the seats when you 
only needed a half dozen more 
to tie the big record — and 
then knew you, weren't going to ~ 
do it as the days dwindled away 
on you. It was a sad feeling, 
I'll tell you.” 

But Willie says that he doesn’t 
give a hoot for the Ruth record 
and he « it so that he makes 
you beli him. That “don’t 
care” attitude about home runs 
or records could spell the dif- 
ference if he went winging down 
the ‘final month of the season 
needing only a relaxed attitude 
to carry him home. 

Willie faces the issue squarely, 

“Everybody's always : talkin’ 
about my hitting and whether 
I’m gonna hit those 60 runs 
that Ruth hit,” he analyzes, 
“But, believe me, I’d rather win 
a game with a little old single 
than hit a dozen home runs — 
or 60 — that don’t count.” 

The only records he cares 
about, he grins, are those by 
Count Basie and Duke Ellington. 


Speedy Going

against the control surface as 
{ strove to hold the climb angle 
that would keep my upward 
rush at the predetermined speed. 

A mere flick of my eye 
muscles, no more than the frac- 
tion of a second, showed me 
altitude was already 45,000 feet.

Sure it is getting late but 
there is -still plenty of time to 
have a good flower garden and 
as for vegetables this is the pro- 
per time for second and third 
plantings of such things as 
beans, lettuce, corn, carrots,” 
beets and so on. Moreover, if 
one. wants to get anything like 
maximum high quality produc- 
tion one should go on making 
successive plantings of these 
vegetables every two weeks or so 
right up to early July. 

Many flower seeds sown now 
will germinate and grow so 
quickly that they almost seem to 
catch up to those planted earlier. 
And, fo course, we can save 
weeks by uisng started plants 
bought from seedsmen or green- 
houses. A little extra care in the 
way of cultivation, fertilizer and 
watering will bring late planted 
crops along amazingly fast. 


Some Will Need Support 


Tall palnts, especially te ones 
with long straight stalks, will 
need support to withstand dam- 
age by high winds or heavy rains. 
In this category are delphiniums, 
dahlias, perhaps some of the 
hollyhocks and ornamental sun- 
flowers. Usually stakes about 
one inch by one inch a little 
shorter than the plant is high and 
driven in close will be sufficient. 
To these the plants are tied 
loosely with soft twine, raffia or 
any of the special twisting ma~ 
terials sold by seed stors. With 
low bushy plants like peonies 
or Oriental poppies sometimes a 
hoop of wire or wood isp laced 
about them and a foot or so above 
the ground. In England - around 
delphinium and such _ bushier 
flowers, early in the spring, they 
stick bits of brush in the ground. 
Gradually the plant grows about 
this hiding it but being firmly 
supported just the same. 

For supporting sweet peas and 
the taller sorts of garden peas, 
and also other climbers some 
people use chicken wire or old 
tennis nets or strings. But a 
better material is brush if a 
supply Ooheat obtained. This is 
pushed firm y in the ground

ier the better. 


Most people stake’ tomatoes. 
Usually a six to seven foot stake 
is driven firmly in the ground 
when the tomato plant is set out, 
About every foot of growth the 
stem is tied loosely but securely. 
All side shoots are nipped off 
and towards the end of the sum~- 
mer to hasten maturity of fruit 
the main stem is also nipped. 


Hints For Hot Weather 


When the weather turns warm, 
the experienced gardener will 
make some changes in routine. 


The grass, for instance, will not 
need to be cut neary as often 
and it should not be cut so close. 
Leaving it a couple of inches 
high will provide a litle shade 
and prevent the sun from burn- 
ing the roots and drying out the 
top soil. 

It may also be necessary to 
use the hose more often. For 
grass as well as flowers and 
vegetables, and especially so in 
hot weather, it is better to give 
one good soaking once a week 
than seven daily sprinklings. The 
later do little more than lay the 
dust anyway and they are quite

This prevents 
evaporation of moisture and 
helps prevent soil baking. In dry 
_areas this light and shallow cul- 
tivation will keep crops grow- 


ing for weeks without a drop 
of rain 

Another sort of mulch which 
also conserves moisture in hot 
weather is a layer of grass clip- 


pings, straw, leaves or what not. 
This is used to cover the ground 


between rows in the vegetable 
garden or space between flowers 
or strawberry plants, etc. It will 
hold moisture, check weeds and

‘Three, Six Or 
Twelve Miles ? 


The days of the “three-miile 
limit” are about over. 

Washington put up a sturdy 
fight for it-at the current Geneva 


_ meeting of some 86 nations—but 


lost out to the Soviets, the Arabs, 
the British. 

It is: still not clear what, if 
any, agreed limit to territorial 
be—for tne 
Soviets and Arabs want 12 miles, 
the British are arguing for six. 
When the United States saw that 
it was fighting a losing battle 
tt shifted to the six-mile lim:t. 
But it is still possible the Soviets 
and Arabs and others may win 
this battle of the waters. 


There is more involved than 
just the navigation rights to™ 
toastal waters. There is the vital 


economic issue of fishing rights, 
the commercial and defense issue 
of flying rights—and, of course, 
the matter of navigation rights. 

The United States switched to 
the six-mile limit proposal be- 
tause it may thus be able to 
block the 12-mile rule—which 
it opposes violently. There are 
several things it feels are wrong 
with the 12-mile rule. 


Only about 20 per cent of the 
world’s lighthouses are visible 
at a range of 12 miles, This 
treates a great danger, especially 
for small craft. 

Radar navigation at 12 miles 
and beyond is of only marginal 
utility, as many objects normally 


, ased for radar navigation are un- 


identifiable at such distance. 
Also many small boats, fishing 
boats in particular, would find 
lt impossible to anchor at depths 
normally found outside a 12-mile 
limit. 

Likewise the cost of extending 
coastal markings afd services to 


‘the 12-mile limit would be con- 


‘siderable. Washington estimates 
that it would cost the United 


tates $18,000,000 a year for more 


navigational aids (buoys, gongs, 


whistles, fog signals, channel 
markers, etc.), to make the 
change — not to mention the 
millions of capital outlay to 


make the switch. 


Also any extension of terri- 
torial, waters automatically re- 
duces the area of the high seas 
and impinges on the present 
rights of nations. To extend the 
territorial waters to 12 miles 
would reduce the area of the 
high seas by 2,500,000 square 
miles, an area roughly the size 
eof the United States. 


But, perhaps, the major rea- 
gon why the United States ob- 
jects to the 12-mile rule. (and 
undoubtedly the major reason 

¢ Soviets want it) concerrs 

é qliestidn of neutrality viola- 
tions. Broadened territorial 
waters could well become a 
haven for deadly submarines. A 
belligerent submarine in war- 
time could hide within the broad 
territorial waters of a neutral 
with ease; and the antisubmarine 
aircraft and surface vessels 
searching it out could not legally 
enter such waters. 


Violations of the three-mile 
limit, however difficult to -pre- 
vent or patrol, would become 
many times more difficult if ex- 
tended; and with most small na- 
tions unable to protect their 
neutrality in wartime, the gen- 
eral respect for territorial waters 
everywhere would crumble, 
writes Neal Sandford in the 
Christian Science Monitor. 

Advocates of the 12-mile limit 
ergue that the principle of the 
“right of innocent passage” 
would keep any extension of the 
territorial sea from restricting 
‘freedom of navigation. However, 
the very provision for this right 
fs a recognition that/freedom of 
mavigation is restricted—and the 
wider the territorial sea the 
greater the restriction. Naviga- 
tion by sufferance is not quite 
the same as navigation by right. 

Perhaps as important as tne 
submarine problem. raised . by 
any extension of — territorial 
waters is that of flying rights. 
VYreedom to fly over the high 
@eas is dehied entirely in the 
@irspace over territorial waters-— 
wnless the coast state involved 


ea consent. Thus there. is no 
le of “right of innocent pas- 


sage” for aircraft over the waters 
as there is for ships. 

A. good example of the prob- 
lems and complications that a 
}2-mile limit to territorial waters 
would raise is Gibraltar. If ter- 
ritorial waters there were ex- 
tended six miles each way, there 
would be no high seas remaining. 
And an extension of the terri- 
torial sea of Greece of 12 miles 


, would close off the Aegean Sea. 


If the three- mile limit disap- 
pears, as now seéms inevitable, 
with the United/ States swinging 
over to the six-mile rule, the 
question is: Can‘there be any/ 
wide or universal agreement on 
dnother limit? Any change that 
1s not unanimous would cause 
constant trouble. At present the 
right of states to a three-mile 
limit—or one marine league—is 
universally recognized. To dis- 
card a universally accepted rule 
for something that is consider- 
ably Iess than universal involves 
danger of serious misunderstand-

Safe x Ray? 


Since the coming of the atom 
age, many of the 100 million or 
so who undergo X-ray examina- 
tions or treatment every year 
have been alarmed by reports of 
the effects of radiation on the 
human body. Some women pa- 
tients have refused X-ray ex- 
aminations during pregnancy be-, 
cause they fear that their un- 
born children and generations 
beyond might suffer physical or 
mental defects. 

How great, actually, is 
radiation danger? 

In his presidential address be- 
fore the annual meeting of. the 
American College of Obstetri- 
cians and Gynecologists. in Los 
Angeles, Dr. R. Gordon Douglas 
of New. York set the X-ray re- 
cord straight with cool common 
sense. “‘Medical radiation does 
present certain hazards to the 
cbstetrical and gynecological pa- 
tient,” he said. “Nonetheless, 
these hazards can be minimized 
by the use of the most modern 
equipment (fast X-ray film to 
cut exposure time, shields, and 
filters al competent  techni- 
cians.” 

In obstetrical cases, X-ray 
films are used to estimate the 
pelvic capacity of the patient, 
to see whether a Caesarean de- 
livery is indicated, to determine 
the presentation of the baby, to 
detect congenital defects, and to 
diagnose the death of an un- 
born child. “Probably we have 
used the technique more than is 
necessary,” said Dr. Douglas. “I 
feel very strongly that routine 
use of X-rays in hospitals and 
offices should be abolished.” 
Currently, Dr, Douglas in his 
own practice is using only one- 
fourth as many X-rays for de- 
termining “pelvic capacity” as 
he once did. Even then, films are 
not taken until the patient is in 
labor. 


Dr. Douglas submitted further 
cautions: (1) There should be 
no radiation therapy for benign 
uterine tumors, particularly if 
the patient is of child-bearing 
age; (2) radiation should not be 
used to stimulate the ovaries in 
sterility cases; (3) dental X-rays 
during pregnancy, “should, if 
possible, be deferred.” (One ex- 
ception: Dr. Douglas approves 
the use of chest X-ray films dur- 
ing pregnancy to detect tubercu- 
losis... 

What is a safe radiation dose? 
None of the obstetricians and 
gynecologists ventured an esti- 
mate. 

“The safe amount of X-ray ex- 
posure cannot be determined,” 
said Dr. Pendleton Tompkins of 
Stanford University School of 
Medicine. “The amount of dam- 
age by X-ray depends upon the 
time of pregnancy. The earlier 
in pregnancy, the greater the 
damage from the same dose. 
What would harm an eight-week

The Passing Of 
‘Diamond Jim’ 2nd 


When it came time for Jimmy 
Brocato to get out of the second 
grade, the teacher asked: him 
what four and two wére. He said 
seven. She tried again, with 
four ‘and six. This time Jimmy 
said eleven. It turned out that. 
seven and eleven were the only 
numbers he knew — all his 
friends were crapshooters. So 
Jimmy left the second grade and 
set himself up in business as a 
shoeshine boy outside Antoine's, 
one of New Orleans’s most fa- 
mous and expensive restaurants. 

That was the apocryphal story 
Only one of hundreds they 
were telling recently in New 
Orleans when Jimmy  Brocato 
died. N6 one knew him any 
longer as Jimmy Brocato; he 
died “Diamond Jim”. Moran, 
owner of one of New Orleans’s 
best restaurants — La Louisiane 
—friend of the great of two 
continents. The chief justice of 
the state:supreme court, John 
B. Fournet, attended his funeral, 
and Mayor deLesseps S. Morri- 
son was a pallbearer. In a color- 
ful city, Moran was one of its 
most colorful though not entire- 
ly spotless figures. 

Before he was a_ restaurant 
owner, Moran had been—among 
other things—a bodyguard for 
the late Louisiana governor, 
Huey Long: He had been only 
a matter of feet away when Long 
was cut down by an assassin’s 
bullets on Sept. 8, 1935. 

Jim Moran had operated slot 
machines for Frank Costello and 
Phil Kastel, had run a horse-race 
wire service, had been a boxer 
and a barber. He also~naturally 
-~had been in trouble with the 
law. 

None of that seemed to dimin- 
ish the high regard in which 
much of New Orleans held Jim 
Moran. “He may have broken 
a few laws,” said one of his high- 
placed friends, “but he was a 
straight guy.” He. was as well 
known for being a “soft touch” 
to the down-and-out as he was 
for his. diamonds—it was said 
that he died broke because of all 
the money he gave away. 

As for his diamonds, on a 
clear day and a straight street, 
Jim Moran could be seen twenty 
blocks away. He wore diamonds 


in the buttons of his suits (he ~ 


had more than 100 suits, at $200 
each), diamonds in the buttons 
of his shirts (700 tailored shirts, 
at $40 seach), diamonds in _ his 
belt buckie, in his zipper, in the 
frames of his glasses. He had 
white-mink neckties set with 
diamonds. He had diamonds in 
his watches, in his cuff links, in

He also met a lot of people (his 
sports friends alone included 
Jack Dempsey, Rocky Maroiano, 
Joe DiMaggio, Dizzy Dean, and 
He met Frank 
Costello and Phil Kastel; this led 


to an indictment for income-tax ¢ 


evasion (jointly with Costello 
and Kastel), and to an appear- 
ance before the Kefauver crime 
committee about gambling and 
slot-machine operations in New 
Orleans. 

“I was only a good-will man 
(for the outfit,” Moran told the 
committee. “Personally, I never 
placed a bet with a handbook in 
my life.” 

The committee believed him; 
and it was typical of Moran that 
he ended his testimony before 
the committee on a note of hos- 
pitality. 

“Mr. Chairman,” he told Ke- 
fauver, “I'd like to issue you a 
special invitation to visit my 
hunting lodge near New Orleans 
as my personal guest.” 

Kefauver inclined his 
gravely. 

“That’s a very handsome in- 
vitation,” he said.—From NEWS- 
WEEK.

Old Sailing Navy 


Lying at permanent anchor 
just inside Portsmouth’s historic 
naval harbor, the Foudroyant is 
the last survivor afloat of Bri- 
tain’s old sailing navy. Far less 
famed than her neighbor, the 
older, land-berthed Victory, she 


is nevertheless much more than ° 


just a museum relic. 


Her French name obscures her 
rea! origin, for she has always 
been British and was in fact built 
in the old East India Company's 
Dock at Bombay. Her makers 
were a Parsee family long famed 


- a8 master shipwrights, and that 


they put immense skill as well 
as stout teak and beautiful cop- 
per into her is proved by the fact 
that, without the customary ré- 
novations of timber, she is still 
perfectly sound below the water- 
line and expected to give a good 
fifty years’ service in her present 


active capacity. It’s the necessary © 


skillful maintenance that costs 
the money appealed for last year. 


She was launched in 1817 as 
His Majesty's Ship Trincomalee, 
as fine a 46-gun two-decker the 
‘world had then seen. Indeed, she 
was soon to be recognized the 
finest and by far the fastest {ri- 


‘gate in the King’s Navy. Lock- 


ing at her today, shorn of sails, 


‘masts in their original layout, 


and rigging, it’s a little hard at 
first to visualize her as a craft 
of great speed at sea. But study 


“her sleek lines, trim build, and 


give her in the mind’s eye a vast 
head of sail like that she once 
flaunted, and it’s not then so 
difficult to imagine her outstrip- 
ping her fellows, friends or foes. 


Anyway, during a refitting 
spell at Portsmouth early%in her 
eareer, she was found to be in 
such fine condition that she was 
forthwith converted. from a fri- 
gate into the lighter 24-gun spar- 
decker corvette. As such she 


. swerved her country in two event- 


ful. commissions, one in the 
Americas and the West Indies, 


- the other out in the Pacific. Fou- 


droyant appearéd on the seven 
neas too late to take any part tu 
the Napoleonic Wars, when sail- 
tng warships really showed their 
mettle, but she did fight the 
Crimean War. 


Her intriguing figurehead 
(which still survives in perfect 
gondition) of some long-since- 
forgotten Indian prince, com- 

lete with white robes, girdle, 
urban, and coffee complexion, 
was seen over many waters be- 
fore she was finally paid off and 
rommissioned as a static reserve 
training ship. At last, with the 
world’s navies now all iron and 
steam, she was sold out of ser- 
vice by the unimaginative auth- 
orities and was set for breaking 
up at Reid's nautical graveyard 
at Portsmouth, writes Daniel 
Gunston in The Christian Science 
Monitor.

vessels whose unaided efforts 


saved many a fine ship from the 
breaker’s hammer — Mr. G. 
Wheatly Cobb. He secured her 
reprieve by buying her in 1912 
after he had lost an earlier ac- 
quisition, the original Foudroy- 
ant, one. of Nelson’s ships, from 
foundering in a gale off Black- 
pool. He gave Trincomalee the 
narne of the ship he had lost, his 
favorite, and soon she was doing 
good work as a privately run 
training vessel at Milford Haven 
end Falmouth. On Cobb's death 
she \was presented as a gift by 
his widow to the British Society 
for Nautical Research as-an over- 
flow training ship. 

Thus began her still continuing 
career as a training base for or- 
dinary children, girls as well as 
boys,s individually as well as 
cadets and members of clubs or 
youth movements. For some 
years before the war she and 
the old French man-o’-war, Im- 
placable, a prize at Trafalgar, 
served together, moored stern to 
bow. When the latter was found 
unserviceable and had to be 
scuttled in 1949, only she re- 
mained, 


Then came the war, when she 
was nightly filled almost to 
bursting by naval personnel 
sleeping on board, and nearly 
sunk when a Nazi bomb grazed 
her bows. 


By 1950, however, she had 
been completely restored by pa- 
tient dockyard shipwrights. Ev- 
eryone was amazed at the basl- 
cally sound condition of her 
main timbers, even after 133 
vears of continuous contact with 
salt water, Her teak was still un- 
impaired, held together with 
three-foot-long red copper bolts 
and tough hardwood pegs, after 
the fashion of the time. 


As the overhaul went on, 20 
was she restored for her peace- 
time duties .toward Britain’s 
youth, Her Doric style stern gal- 
leries- and figurehead were fe- 
painted in gold and white and 
red, her low'lines accentuated by 
the neat black-and-white squar- 
ing of her original design. Only 
the mainmast was restored, with 
the minimum of rigging, and 
her st@egely broad deck now 
oddly sprouts stove chimnoys, 


Below decks, all is tidy, effi- 
cient, and comfortable without 
being cushy. The spacious gun- 
decks, where once 300 pig-tailed 
men toiled and sweated, are fit- 
ted roomily with hammocks and 
trestles; there are modern toilet 
and cooking. facilities; and the 
officers’ cabins are still that, but 
rather more modernly equipped. 
Everywhere there's an agreeable 
blend of history and contempor- 
ery usefulness, tradition without 
the dust, the historical . setting 
very much alive and kicking, yet 
unspoiled by tawdry slickness. 


Foudroyant now has a per-+ 
manent crew of picked officers 
and she accommodates about 100 
youngsters per week. These are 
taught the romance of life afloat, 
sailing, rowing, swimming, sig- 
naling and the rudiments, of sea- 
manship. It’s hard to imagine a 
finer school for the sea, where 
the very decks one has to swab 
are steeped in history, and all 
the majesty of modern shipping 
passes hourly close by in and out 
of the harbor. Discipline is by 
tradition of the strictest, and is 
based on the Standing Orders of 
one William Parker, a lad of 
only 19 who suddenly found 
himself by a turn of fate in sole 
command of the frigate Amazon 
under Nelson in the Mediterra- 
nean, 

In 1956 the officers and boys 
built a new poop deck, and now, 
thanks to some extraordinary in- 
dividual generosity plus a gov- 
ernment grant, this valuable 
work is certain to continue. 
When the last underwater ex- 
amination by naval frogmen took 
place, they reported the copper- 
sheathed bottom still sound be- 
neath its covering of sea ane- 
mones. So all the hard work, the 
love of the sea and the fine ships 
that have sailed it, will glorious-

One farmer acting alone can 
gap that exists between the $40 
little about the approximate $60 
the farmer receives for food and 
the $100 the consumer pays for 
it. By pooling his crops with 
other farmers and selling them 
togethe? the small grower can 
narrow the margin of dollars 
going to middlemen and proces- 
sors between him and the con~ 
#umer. This group selling en- 
ables small farmers to furnish 
the large volume big buyers de- 
mand. It also usually brings 
consumers products of superior

Cooperative marketing means 
not only a chance for increased 
profits for small producers; it

Inspiring examples of the 
benefits of cooperative selling 
are the two North Carolina blue- 
berry co-operatives—the Carolina 
Blueberry Association and Blue- 
berry Cooperative Association. 
The organizations, located at 
Burgaw, in the Tarheel States 
southeastern corner, have given 
benefits to the individual blue- 
berryman that only a_ giant 
grower could enjoy previously.

Blueberries, cultivated varieties 
of the wild huckleberry, are 
shipped and sold together in 
huge lots by the cooperative 
directly to produce houses in 
large cities. The arrangement 
knocks out the middleman’s cut 
and puts growers in a_ better 
bargaining position, The associa- 
tion -_pays commission houses in 
the cities a flat 7 per cent fee— 
no more, no less—for selling the 
fruit, thereby neutralizing the 
role pf speculators.

Keen crop specialists know. 
every trick in lassoing top money 


for berries, such as putting load- 
ed trucks*on the road without 
specific destination. 


The strategy calls for drivers 
to head northward on main 
routes and to check in with tue 


Burgaw office every 200 miles 
or so by telephone. Meanwhile 
market managers at Burgaw 
keep in touch with northern pro 
duce houses for prevailing prices 
and demand for blueberries, 


which can change within hours. 
Should a shortage develop in 
Pittsburgh, for instance, the 
manager directs a truck on his 


next call-in to proceed there. 
The truck's well-en-route po- 
sition insures delivery while sup- 


plies are short and prices are 
high, 

Baskets, fertilizer, and other 
supplies purchased in-large lotsa 
by the co-op come at greatly 
reduced prices. The group is also 
able to” promote- blueberries 
through advertising campaigns, 


using newspapers, billboards, and 
other media—an important mar- 
keting functio beyond the 
means of most {ividusl farni:

at farms. This saves the grower 
time hauling them to market and 
waiting in line to sell. He is 
freed of marketing worries, 
knowing co-op experts can trade 
on even terms with the sharpest 
of buyers. There's no humilia- 
tion of having meekly to accept 
prices offered only by specu- 
jators or buyers’ representatives, 
whose earnings are largely de- 
termined by how little they pay 
the farmer.

We were all seated at the end 
of the long press table in the 
Senate restaurant talking, of 
course, about the automobile in- 
dustry. Everybody these days 
talks about the slump, and then 
about Detroit. 

“Do you know,” observed a 
reporter, “that there isn't a new- 
ear salesroom in this city where 
you can find the actual manu- 
facturer’s list price of an auto- 
mobile to the dealer? When a 
consumer sets out to buy a car 
he’s just operating in the dark. 

“There don’t. seem to be any 
fixed prices any more,” said a 
Cisgruntled voice. “You take in 
your old car and from there on 
it’s like haggling in an oriental 
bazaar.” 

I was surprised at the agree- 
ment that followed.’ Several 
speakers said they wanted new 


cars but were holding back. I am - 


sure the same discussion is. going 
on over the country. A lot ef 
people, it appears, not only don’t 
like the length, looks, or price, 
of new cars but are also upset 
by the details of the “deal” that 
sells their old car and gets tne 
new one. 

“It’s a price jungle,” testified 
John ae O’Brien, president of the 
Better Business Bureau of Ak- 
ron, Ohio. “The plain price tag 
on an automobile offered for sale 
today is so rare a thing as to 
be almost nonexistent. You can 
find out almost anything about 
an automobile except what the 
darn thing costs.” 

It’s a queer situation. Hund- 
reds of millions spent for auto- 
mobile advertising, and yet at 
the salesroom when the doubtful 
customer enters he, or she, is 
expected to engage in the Levan- 
tine sport of bargaining in which 
a ballyhooed overallowance for 
the trade-in is taken care of by 
an inflated price of the new car. 

On a Mexican street corner 


a tourist smiles at the need to’ 


haggle for some common com- 
modity, but back in the United 
States he now often engages 
unsmilingly in much the same 
practice in what may be the 
biggest single investment he 
makes outside of his home. 
Four spokesmen for the Na- 
tional Automobile Dealers Axs- 
sociation, which represents some 


25,000 franchised dealers through-~ 


out the nation, testified in favor 
of a proposed Monroney bill re- 
quiring manufacturers’ whole- 
sale prices to be displayed on 
new cars. The association, they 
explained, had tried and failed 
to police the industry themselves. 
Price “packing”, they said, was 
common—marking up or adding 
charges over and above normal 
recognized mark-up from the 
wholesale price at which a dealer 
acquires an automobile from a 
manufacturer, 

In large part, it appears, the 
fault is that of gullible custom- 
ers looking for fantastic “bar- 
gains”, who think they are some- 
how. beating the system when 
they get preposterous trade-in 
ellowances. They do not realize 
that they are paying as much, or 
more, for their purchase because 
of “packed”. prices of the new 
car.

RATES 
MAY BE INCREASED HERE 


In conformity with the regulations 
of the Board of Transport Commis- 
sioners for Canada, The Bell Tele- 
phone Company of Canada has re- 
ported to the board that the Madoc 
‘local calling area has outgrown its 
present telephone rate group. 

This is not the first time the status 
of this exchange has been reported 
jto the board. Following the previous 
report last fall,.the Board of. Trans- 
‘port Commissioners ordered a_re- 
| crouping of the Madoc exchange to 
take effect not earlier ‘than January 
31. This regrouping was deferred 
pending the decision of the Federal 
Cabinet on company’s application for 
a general increase in rates in all its 
exchanges. . 

The cabinet’s decision rejecting the 
general increase was rendered Aprii 
29, making it necessary for the 
company to report once more [{c¢ the 
board regarding the status of the 
‘Madoc exchange. 

If, on the basis of this growth, the 
board directs that the Madoc local 
calling area be classified into the 
next higher rate group, Mad»c’s 
telephone rates would be increased 
slightly to make them the same as 
those now paid in other centres with 
a similar number of telephones in 
their local calling area. G. W. Proc- 
tor, Bell manager for this region, 
explained. For example, the monthly 
charge for two-party residence ser- 
mice would be increased by 19 cents 
and individual residence service 
by 15 cents.

From Trinidad 


Simply put, the people of this 
green island just off the north 
eoast of South America are 
e@harming. In the classic man- 


mer of newsmen I've been inter- 
wlewing taxi drivers regularly _ 


—- Indians and Negroes as it 
happened. They have a wry 
gwense of humor and are uni- 
formly articulate on all aspects 
of politics. 

Trinidadians are a gentile 


-sgictae with a quiet dignity. This 


a happy, time for them as 
Princess Margaret has been vis- 
fling here, and another step has 
been taken with the inaugura- 
tion of the legislature of the 
West Indies Federation. Bunting 
abounds. Flags of the nation- 
to-be sprout from every window 
im the business district — an 
grange sun against a field of 
wavy white lines across blue. 
(The sun and the sea dominate 
the life and character of the ten 
felands that make up the fed- 
eration.) 


What is inescapable to the eye 
as you travel through Port of 
Bpain are the people — Indians, 
Chinese, and Negro. Trinidad 
has much in common with Ha- 
waii — the same polyglot so- 
giety with racial lines blurred. 
Mac, my favorite taxi driver, 
puts it this way: “The only race 
we don’t have are Eskimos.” 

- Driving from the airport, after 
helping to welcome Princess

bling at the edge of the road, 
tethered cattle blinking in the 
brigh sun, dark faces under 
ypreading straw hats, and rick- 
sty wagons drawn by tiny. bur- 
fos.

ting. Flowers, trees, and birds 
— like the dress of the people 
fn orange, red, and green — are 
heightened to the eye of a 
Norteamericano. 

Trinidadians also love vivid 
sound, lots of it.

and John Ringling North tersely - 


announced that “the era of the 
tented circus is over; it is a thing 
of the past’—(and two or three 
others closed)—-many got the sad 
and mistaken notion that circus 
days had ended forever. 

Not so. Today, circus business 
js going very well. About 30 


-shows are currently touring the 


country—the roster about evenly 
divided between the tented vari- 


‘ety and those using permanent 


arenas, colosseums, ball 
and fair grounds. 
Indoors or out? A building or 


parks, 


‘a tent? Each has its points. To 


those nostalgic parents who dote 
on relating to wide-eyed young- 
sters the thrills of watching cir- 
eus trains roll in at dawn, the 
unloading of the horses, wagons, 
and elephants, and the trek to 
the circus grounds where - the 
eanvas Big Top was being erect- 
ed——today’s circys is “just not 
elrcusy” any more. . 

But, those same parents also 
eould well decry the replacing 
of old-time vaudeville and the 
“flickers” with night-club per- 
formances, color and sound 
movies, drive-ins, and television. 

Time and progress bring many 
ehanges. But tradition says the 
show must go on. And circuses 
today are still the home of. the 
“real thing’—live shows where 
there Is no film, or flimfiam. Cir- 
euses provide one of the few 
remaining phases of show busi- 
ness by live performers. 

Although the biggest circus 
has moved indoors, there’s still 
the opportunity to see, hear — 
and, yes, even smell — the ele- 
phants. 

Today's circus business is split 
half indoor and half! tented— 
right down the middle on battle 
lines which sharply divide in 
the opinion of sponsors, publi- 
elsts, and the public. Many favor 
one type of presentation; many 
the other: 

Those hailing the indoor cir- 
cus point to the obvious advan- 
tages of clean buildings, comfor- 
table seating, and the indepen- 
dence from the vagaries of the 
weather. Advocates of the tented 


-eircus still cling to tradition. 


But history points out that the 
very word circus, itself, stems 
from the Latin, meaning ‘round,’ 
and that it found its use in the 
rings in hippodromes and .the 
Circus Maximus and the Circus 
Flaminius-—huge buildings erect- 
ed in Rome before the Christian 
Era, 

Later, in England and France, 
there were the ring-and-stage 
amphitheaters of Philip Astly, 
and others ~— roofed-over build- 
ings erected in the early 1800's 

The first American c!rcuses 
often were presented in more or 
less permanent structures or in 
the open air, with at best a fence 
or a temporary enclosure of can 
vas siding for protection and se- 
¢lusion. Rain, wind, and hot sun 
were hazards for audiences and 
performers, alike, and the first 
round-top tented show set out 
in 1830, changing, at that time. 
the whole course of American 
circus history. 

Today, there seems a tendency 
toward swinging back to build- 
Ings. Circumstances forced mo- 


mentous changes. Motorized 
equipment replaced horses, and 
some of the bigger shows travel- 
led by train. But, railroad costs 
also mounted tremendously — 
for the Ringling show, up from 
$150,000 in 1940 to more than 
$500,000 by 1956 — forcing it to 
close and to drastically reorga- 
nize, writes Everett M. Smith in 
The Christian Science Monitor. 

Since the earliest days of cir- 
cusing, size has been a premium. 
Just how big is big? Today, 
Ringling’s is-*still by far pt 
biggést”—so immense, in act, 
that it had experienced growing 
difficulties in finding lots large 
enough to contain its. “l4-acre 
city in itself.” 

Housing and industrial devel- 
opments, along with new subur- 
ban shopping centers, forced the 
show to move farther and far- 
ther from railroad yards. Public 
transportation to these show 
grounds was not always avail- 
able, and frequently there was 
no parking space for circus- 
goers’ cars, 

As these changes have taken 
place, new construction in the 
auditerium, stadium, and arena 


field has continued at a rapid 


pace. Municipalities are voting 
bond issues, architects are draw- 
ing plans, and contractors are 
pouring concrete in sage all 
across the country. : 
Coliseums, gardens, and con- 
vention halls are springing up 
everywhere. All are large enough 
for the growing list of automo- 
bile, boat, and aviation shoves, 
for home-building, sportsmen's, 
and ice shows, for hockey, bas- 
ketball, rodeos, and—a three-ring 
circus the size of Ringling’s. 


The traditional circus Season, . 


from early spring to late fall, 
also has been extended to: an 
all-year-round proposition. Even 
the Clyde Beatty tented show, 
which recently closed a month's 
successful run at Palisades Park, 
had arranged to heat its canvas 
Big Top for the comfort of cus- 
tomers. 

And now, with Ringling’s defi- 
nitely an indoor circus, the 
smaller tented circuses have set 
out determinedly to. claim for 
their the areas once domi- 
nated by “the big one.”

Famous Clipper 
Ship Restored 


Oneof the bonniest sights of 
London, by sunlight, floodlight, 
or moonlight is the fully rigged 
old sailing ship, the Cutty Sark, 
at Greenwich, a 20- minutes 
drive from Charing Cross. 


This most famous of sailing 
clippers which brought tea from 
China and wool from Australia 
is presen for all time in dry 
dock in’ a romantic setting in 
King William Walk near the 
Royal Maritime Museum and 
Greenwich Pier. 


The ship has been completely 
rerigged in authentic style 
through the record made by 
Henry Henderson, who sailed in 
her as ship’s carpenter. His 
notebook ‘was preserved with 
details of her masts, spars and 
boats. 


In the days of sail, ships were 
adorned and distinguished by 
colorful figureheads. The Cutty 
Sark has a fine example. Paint- 
ed in white and outlined in 
gold, the witch of Robert Burns’ 
poem leans over the waves in 
an effort to seize the Cutty 
Sark (or short shirt) of the ven- 
turesome farmer in the Burns’ 
legend. 

In addition there is on board 
one of the finest and largest col- 
lections of merchantmen figure- 
heads in the world, presented 
by “Long John” Silver, a fa- 
mous character on the River 
Thames. 

The crew's quarters, the gal- 
leys, and the cabins spell end- 
less fascination for the visitors, 
old and young, who throng the 
gangways and descend the 
ladders.

One who has at some time 
learnt to swim, or to ride a bi- 
cycle never quite forgets the art. 
He may be out of practise but 
he doesn’t forget. And that 
seems to apply to farming as 
well, Ofice»@. farmer always a 
farmer even if thé hands are no 
longer actively engaged in dt'n¢ 
farm chores, The interest is still 
there. That seems to be the way 
with Partner anyway. Why else 
should he take the trouble to 
ride in the cab of a milk-tank 
truck and find out for himself 
just what happens to the milk 
shipped iff bulk to the dairies? 

Just before we left the farm 
there was quite an agitation to 
induce dairy farmers to “go 
tank” instead of shipping milk 
in cans. At the time it seemed 
to us like a tremendous outlay 
for equipment, more than a 
hundred-acre farmer could. af- 
ford. But now the idea has real- 
ly caught on and in some dis- 
tricts farmers shipping to local 
dairies are the only ones who 
continue to use cans, chilled in 
a milk-cooler before shipping. 


One of. our former neighbours” 


js a milk-trucker and goes by 
here nearly every day so Part- 
ner arranged to ride with him 
one one of his trips. Partner al- 
ready knew how bulk milk was 
handled at the farm but had no 
idea what happened at the dairy. 
Here is his account. 

At the dairy where he went 
there was room for two tank 
trucks to back up into the build- 
ing and stop at a givén spot. 
Here a plastic hose -was con- 
nected to the tank nozzle. A 
motor was then started which 
drew the milk from the tank 
and forced it into a vat on 
scales where it was automati- 
cally weighed. From there the 
milk went info the processing 
plant. While Partner was there 
three tanks, carrying about six 
tons of milk were emptied, 


washed, and out again in about 


thirty minutes. And in that time 
Partner never. saw one drop of 
milk! 

As’ soon as a tank was empty 


a man dropped into it through a, 


manhole at the top and. thor- 
oughly washed and scrubbed the 


inside of -he tank: After he 
came out the tank was rinsed 
again. Then a sterilizing com- 
pound: was forced into the tank 
and sealed. Then. the trucker 
went to work, hosing and wash- 
ing dewn the outside of his 
truck, and it was ready for the 
next day. : 

Waiting at the loading Tramp 
there were also quite a large 
number of smaller trucks ready 
to nick up their daily quota of 
sani-seal package and bottles 
to’ be delivered to the tores, 
Thus the whole process 15 -ac- 
complished with speed and -ef- 
ficiency and from the time the 
milk leaves the cows’ udders at 
ihe Various farms tinths it 
reaches your doorstep it is not 


once touched by human: hands 
Extraordinary, isn’t it? 

How different from a few 
years ago, Do you remember 
how often you found a@ certain 
amount of what appeared to be 
dirt at the bottom of a milk 
bottle? In fact a small percen- 
tage of sedimentation was. al- 
lowed by the Health authorities 


as it. wasn’t thought possible 
that milk could be delivered 
100% pure — as it is today. 


| 


I also remember that if a new 
hired hand were engaged among 


‘other questions he was gener- 


ally asked—l. If he could milk, 
and 2. If he were a “wet” or 


“dry-hand. milker.” Partner nev-- 


er allowed wet-hand milking in 
his stable—for which I was very 
thankful. The very thought of 


“pees make me feel sick. 
But t was quite a common 


practise whellwe first started 
farming. A lot of farmers 
claimed it was better for the 
cows! Apparently little thought 
was given to the consumers... 
and that was before the days of 
enforced pasteurization! In the 
old days people must certainly 
have developed ‘a sort of immiu- 
nization otherwise tuberculosis 
and undulant fever would have 
been more common than they 
were. Remember, too, how chil- 
dren used to love to be around 
at milking time to get a drink 
of warm milk straight from the 
cow. Ugh... I used to wonder 
how they could drink it! 

Yes, looking back over our 
thirty-six years of farming it 
is extraordinary to note the 
changes that have taken place 
~—and most of them a decided 
improvement from a_ sanitary 
point of view. But don’t forget 
all these improvements are re- 
flected, and are a part, of the 
increase in our present day cost 
of living index. We pay for 
what we get, whether it is in 
the make and texture of a new 
dress or the improved quality 
of the milk we buy. The same 
applies to eggs. Remember when 
hens used to seratch for their 
living and the egg-yolks were 
dark and often smelt and tasted 
quite strong? The eggs we get 
now are light in colour, mild in 
flavour but the price we pay 
for thern inchides charges for 
shipping, candling, grading and 
sometimes delivering. All the 


farmer gets is the cost of pro-- 


ducing the eggs, which includes 
the cost. of raising the hens 
from chicken-hood.

Now, besides 
his share in the main fortune, 
his dividend from sewing ma- 
chine stock will me $75,000 a 
year. 


There’s still just a sporting 
chance that Mrs. Alexander 
signed a later will and flung 
that in turn into the ocean. It 
may have drifted thousands of 
miles. Or it may have remained 
tangled in weeds near home. You 
could find it at your feet at any 
time!

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Gardening Over 
The Centuries 


We are apt to think that the 
love of new and rare plants is a 
thing of modern growth, and it 
comes as something of a shock 
to find that the first recorded 
plant-hunting expedition was or- 
ganized more than 3,000 years 
ago. It was inspired by Queen 
Hatshepset of Egypt when she 
built a fine new temple at Luxor. 
about 1570 B.C. A fleet of ships 
and a company of gardeners went 
to the Land of Punt, now known 
as British Somaliland, and 
brought back plants, seeds and 
living trees, * 


The main purpose of the ex- 

dition was to find incense- 
Cane trees for the temple gar- 
dens and in due course the 
Queen's sculptors recorded that 
thirty-one living trees had been 
established there. Those trees 
have been identified with the 
Boswellia, that still grows in the 
land of Punt, whose characteris- 
tic brittle resin is still put to the 
same old uses as in the days 
when Pharaohs ruled supreme. 
In the dry state it is known as 
“frankincense” and is used in re- 
ligious ceremonies, and when 


' goftened by boiling in oil is used 


as pitch for caulking ships. 
About one hundred and fifty 
years later another Egyptian 
monarch left a record that am- 
ong the treasures of ebony and 
ivory, gold and precious stones, 
brought back from a successful 
foray against the Assyrians, were 
many new and rare plants, in- 
pus a variety of Vine, a 
omegranate, and a Water-Lily. 
There is an old tradition that 
the Double Yellow Persian Rose 
d the tree that we know as 
Lombardy Poplar were brought 
ck by the soldiers of Alexan- 
der the Great on their return 


_from the Persian Wars. 


Even in the days of chivalry, 
when culture was at its lowest 
ebb, knights returning from the 
Crusades did not forget their 
ladies who tended tiny gardens 
within the walls of lonely cas- 
tles. Many of the gaily coloured 
fieldflowers of southern Europe 
and the Levant came to us about 
that time. One of the first is the 
great scarlet Ranunculus of Pal- 
pra the familiar R. asiaticus, 

our spring gardens, said to 
lon been brought back by Louis 
I¥ of France to his mother

THE FARM FRONT 


from the unhappy pre- 


More and.more the phrase 
“self-help” is bobbing up in 
meetings where the economie 
troubles of agriculture are un- 
der discussion. Farmers them- 
selves are using it. The big gov- 
ernment programs have been 
tried and found wanting. Sur- 
pluses grow. 

Now when farmers and their 
economic advisers gather in 


~ meetings like one held recently 


by the National Farm Institute 
of the Des Moines Chamber of 

ree they consider new 
ap ches. They ask questions: 

farmers, by banding to- 
gether in strong commodity or- 
@enizations, such as those of 
wheat growers or swine pro- 
ducers, bring..the earnings of 


agriculture in line “with those 


of business and labor? 

Can they enlarge their domes- 
tie and foreign markets by im- 
sib the quality of their pro- 

ucts and adapting them to the 
tastes of their consumers? 

Should government programs 
be redirected to encourage self- 
help? .* 

Many farmers. and. farm lead- 
ers, of course, are still ardent 
advocates of parity price sup- 
ports. Even the self-help people 
think government farm pro- 
grams should be maintained for 
the present. But with greater 
frequency now you hear a dif- 
ferent note. Here, for example, 
is Marion Steddom, an Iowa hog 
farmer, speaking at the Des 
Moines Institute: 

“There has been a_ drastic 
change in the thinking of farm 
ees in the past few years. 

@ change is from an attitude 
that government farm programs 
would eventually solve our 
problems to a conviction that 
we must solve our own prob- 
lems sooner or later. 

“We are seeing commodity 
groups being formed for the sole 
purpose of developing a self- 
help program for a particular 
industry. Future government 
programs should be devised to 
assist activity of this kind, with 
a goal of making these’ pro- 
grams self-supporting.” 

* eS * 


As noted before, this does not 
mean that advocates of self-help 
programs. want to scrap price 
supports and. other forms of 
government aid immediately. 
Even conservative economists 
think this would be extremely 
unwise. 

Qne speaker in the Des Moines 


‘group who called himself a “free 


enterpriser”’ went.so far as to 
say that anyone who would ad- 
vocate ending these government 


programs before adjustments 
were made was either “naive or 
deceitful.” a 

While the present “heavy sur 
pluses hang over the market, 
the government must continue 
to support.farm prices and help 
agriculture .make adjustments, 
it was generally agreed 

“Use the present programs to 
buy time in order to get a more 
fundamental solution | ‘to the 
farm-income pro pi em,” advised 
John H. Davis, director of pro- 
Fram busing and agricul- 
ture, Harvard Pirsdiinte School 
of Business Administration,. and 


a former president of the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation 

Mr. Davia is one of those who 
believe that agriculture and the 
nation as a whole have much 
to gain from stronger producer 
organizations, He says that the 
miarketing structure of agricul- 
ture has for many years been 
lagging behind the production 


) structure which has made giant 


strides. Farmers have been pro- 
ducing more corn and wheat per 


acre, more hogs for a_ given 
amount of feed, more milk per 
cow. a m o 

But at the same time, farmers 
have lost control of marketing, 


Sere 


as Mr. Davis sees it. This has 
been taken over more and more 
by large business organizations 
not connected with the farm, The 
two functions, production and 
marketing, have become pro- 
gressively more and more. out 
of gear. The result has been to 
weaken the farm economy, 
writes Dorothy Kahn Jaffe in 
The Christian Science Monitor. 


Now it appears that big 
changes are under way. Tech- 
nology is forcing a closer link- 
age of on-farm production and 
off-farm marketing, with off- 
farm capital often financing the 
operation and calling the tune. 
(This is known as vertical inte- 
gration.) The. farmer may lose 
his right to make decisions. 

What to do about this trend? 
“The proper course is for far- 


méfesto. band together so that 
they ¢ the lead in mar 
ket improveméiity develop- 
ments, and expansion, even 


when this involves integration,” 
says Mr. Davis. 
* * * 

Farmers have already done a 
great deal for themselves 
through their big cooperative 
marketing associations and com- 
modity organizations.. But ae- 
cording to Mr. Davis, they have 
not done as much as is needed, 

They must invest more in 
thelr organizations, he says. 
They should dig down and pay 
salaries for top management 
competitive 
by the big industrial corpora- 
tions, They need to spend freely 
for research and promotion of 
‘their products. They must fi- 
nance ““verticle integration.” It 
will pay in the long run. 

While not many commodity 
organizations are as yet doing 
the job Mr. Davis envisions, 
some are really pointing the 
way. Speakers at the Des 
Moines Institute reported cases, 


One was that of the vigorous 


young soybean industry. It has 
increased production 2% times 
from its already expanded out- 
put of World War II days, yet 


it has been able to develop 
markets to absorb the output.
